Emmons bought a large supply of 
rockets, red fire, Roman candles, pin- 
wheels and powder Saturday after- 
noon, and, taking them home, 
worked until midnight In the prepara- 
tion of apparatus to discharge the fire- 
works, arousing the neighborhood by 
his pounding. He then gathered them 
all in a sack, with several oU and alco- 
hol lamps, and taking a crow bar with 
which to effect an entrance, started for 
the church, which he has attended 
fifteen years. Arriving at the church, 
Emmons found a side door carelessly 
unlocked, and, making hla way to the 
pulpit, lighted his lamps, locked the 
doors at either side of the platform, 
loaded his arsenal and began his long 
meditation by eating supper. 

To try one of his pistols he fired a 
shot, startling the neighbors Then the 
madman arrayed himself in the dust 
dothea, covering his face and hanging 
the big red bookmark of the pulpit 
liible from a string around his belt He 
also brought up flowers from the ves- 
try and set them on the stand. 

When Sexton Dickinson arrived to 
tart his morning fires he was con- 
fronted by the enshrouded apparition 
In the pulpit Brandishing a revolver 
Emmons bode the sexton listen to the 
truth without Interruption. Kecogniz- 
ing Emmon's roice, Dickinson hastily 
retreated, but not before the lunatic 
had fired three shota Into the nir.

LENGTH OF THE MILE. 
No Leu Than T we lee DlfTerent Kind* of 
MUM to Buropean t'oaatrl. 

A correspondent aaka how many 
different klnda of mile* there are, any* 
the Pittsburgh Dispatch. It U no 
wond.-r that there is some uncertainty 
about the length of a mile. English- 
speaking countries have four different 
milos— the ordinary mile of 5.380 feet, 
and the geographical or nautical mile 
of 0,035, making a difference of about 
one-seventh between the two; then 
there Is the Scotch mile of 5,928 feet, 
and the Irish mile of 6.7U0 feet— four 
various mllea, every one of which la 
still In use. 

Then almost every country has ita 
own standard mile. The Romans ' " 
their mtlle passum, 1,000 paces, which 
must have been about 8,000 feet in 
length, unless we ascribe to Cassar's 
legionaries great stepping capacity. 
The German mile of to-day ta 24,318 
feet In length, more than four and a 
half times as long as our mile. The Dutch, 
the Danes, and the Prussians enjoy 
a mile that Is 10,440 feet long, three and 
a half times the lenfth of ours, and the 
Swiss get more exercise in walking 
of their miles than wo get In walking 
five miles, for their mile la 0,153 yards 
long, while ours is only 1,700 yards. The 
Italian miles Is only a few feet longer 
than ours, the Roman mile is shorter, 
while the Tuscan and the Turkish 
miles are 150 yards longer. The Swedish 
mile is 7,341 yards long, and the 
Vienna poe, mile is 8,293 yards In 

So here Is a list of twelve different 
miles, and besides this there are other 
measures of distance, not counting tho 
French kilometer, which Is rather less 
than two-thirds of a mile. The Bra- 
zilians have a millla th.it is one and a 
quarter times as long as our mile; the 
Neapolitan mlgln is about the snme 
length; the .Ispanese ri or mile is two 
and one-half times ours; the Russian 
verst is five-eighths as long as our mile; 
while the Percian standard is a fersakh, 
four and one-half miles long, which Is 
said to be equal to the parasang, so fa- 
miliar to the readers of Xenophon's 
"Anabasis." 

The league that is familiar to readers 
of French und Spanish books varies just 
as does the mile. In Brazil It Is 3 4-5 
miles long, in France it was three 
miles, in Spain it was 2J< miles, and 
once on a time in England it was 2X 
miles long. The only measure tliat is 
about the same in every country is the 
meter, and even that varies slightly, for 
In France It Is 39.370-333 inches In 
length, while in this country it is 30.37- 
079 inches— a difference to be men- 
tioned, but not to be considered in 
practice.
